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Stop the charade, it’s time for justice 


Shock and horror greeted the Sunday Times’s revelations that Germany is paying 
war pensions to 459 people living in Britain. The Sunday Times article, initiated and 
researched by Searchlight journalists, identified several hundred former members of 
the Waffen SS receiving an average of £2,800 a year from the German government. 
Jewish and veteran groups were rightly horrified that non-Germans were being 
rewarded for collaborating with the Nazi regime. 

The bulk of the 459 are former members of the 14th Waffen SS Galician division 
who came to Britain in 1947 with the connivance of the British Foreign Office and 
without the knowledge of Parliament. Although the exact activities of the division 
have been hotly debated, what has been overlooked is the previous records of many 
of its members. Many had been members of the Nightingale and militia units which 
participated in the round-up and killing of thousands of Jews and communists in 
Lvov, while others subsequently served in police units, including those which put 
down the Warsaw uprising, and as concentration camp guards. 

That the perpetrators of the Holocaust and their collaborators continue to benefit 
sickens many. But this is only part of the picture. For the past 15 years Western gov- 
ernments have reacted with surprise and the promise of immediate action at each 
exposure of a new war criminal living peacefully in the West. This charade must 
stop. Western governments were fully aware of the import of Nazi war criminals and 
their east European collaborators. They not only served Western intelligence in the 
immediate postwar years, but contributed greatly to the development of the war 
itself. Britain was no exception. The Ukrainians arrived here only after secret deals 
between their political leaders and British intelligence. The British and West 
German governments were to fund and protect these groups for the next 40 years. 

Today the files on the Ukrainians and their connections with Western intelligence 
remain firmly shut. Embarrassed by the level of collusion with known war criminals, 
the British are insistent that they will remain closed for the foreseeable future. 
However some people are now speaking out. Over the next few months Searchlight 
will be revealing some of this sordid history. 

In the meantime a new campaign has been launched to bring justice to 200 sur- 
vivors of Hitler’s slave labour camps. These were run to profit major German com- 
panies such as IG Farben and Siemens. After the war these companies have refused 
to behave in a proper and humane way towards their former victims. 

Now a powerful organisation representing survivors of these hideous operations 
has been formed in Britain. The Claims for Slave Labour Campaign includes among 
its key representatives historian Sir Martin Gilbert, academic Dr Michael Pinto- 
Duschinsky and lawyer Anthony Julius. Rudy Karmeinsky, who was liberated at the 
age of 17, claims the German government is dragging its feet so that the problem will 
be solved by the deaths of the ageing survivors. So as always the survivors and vic- 
tims of nazi terror are still waiting for justice. 
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The little fat man gets the boot 
Combat 18 expels Charlie Sargent 


o it came to pass at Yuletide that 

the worst of men fell out with 

each other and there was much 
lamenting and wailing amongst 
Britain’s nazis when they realised they 
had been taken for a ride by Paul 
David “Charlie” Sargent and _ his 
cronies. 


Events moved swiftly at the end of 1996 as 
layer by layer Sargent’s pretence at building a 
mighty nazi organisation in Britain was 
peeled away to reveal a massive financial 
scam. The army of nazis that had followed 
him for four years were left with the uncom- 
fortable feeling that Sargent’s real masters 
were not operating as part of some well 
organised nazi international but were con- 
trolled from MI5 headquarters in London, at 
least until the debacle of the England v 
Ireland football match in Dublin in 1995, 
after which a series of police operations 
against Combat 18 gathered momentum. 

Two distinctly different versions of recent 
events have circulated. One is the gospel 
according to Wilf Browning, who claims 
Sargent has been expelled from C18, with the 
bulk of the members prepared to keep the 
organisation alive. Sargent’s version is that he 
has decided to retire from politics. 

The question that was exercising Britain’s 
nazi right was why C18, the National 
Socialist Alliance and Blood and Honour, 
which controlled Britain’s nazis two years 
ago, had mysteriously been allowed to 
implode. Why was Sargent attacking fellow 
nazis with ludicrous accusations of theft of 
monies from Blood and Honour and claims 
that they were informing on fellow nazis? 
The accusations were being levelled at people 
who have a track record of both violence and 
loyalty to the nazi cause. 

Sargent’s final act of turning upon 
Browning, his closest ally, vicious henchman 
and fellow defendant in the forthcoming trial 
at the Old Bailey, was the final and unaccept- 
able straw that broke the camel’s back for all 
but a handful of Sargent’s followers. 

. Outraged at this ultimate betrayal, 

Browning first tried to approach Searchlight 
through an intermediary, on the basis that his 
enemy’s enemy might on this occasion be his 
ally. 

Searchlight, however, was not interested, 
knowing it was only a matter of time, accord- 
ing to our moles, before they all fell out pub- 
licly. Searchlight was already charting 
Sargent’s attempts to ingratiate himself with 
the National Front leader, John McAuley, in 
what looks like a classic Trojan horse 
manoeuvre, by acting as a recruiting officer 
for the NF. Sargent then attempted to trick the 
mainstream media into believing he was still 
in charge of C18 and had dozens of people 
already living under its White Homelands 
scheme in Essex, a project that has also not 
been a spectacular success. 

In an attempt to show he was willing to

make amends, Browning told a_ highly 
charged meeting of fellow senior nazis that 
over the past couple of years he had taken 
£40,000 from the coffers of Blood and 
Honour. But, he continued, Sargent had out- 
done him by taking at least twice that figure. 
No wonder Sargent’s story that he served C18 
well by accumulating £20,000 in the coffers 
was treated with such disdain. The day after 
this confrontation the trial of Sargent and 
Browning, which had been due to start in 
December, was put off until March. Was 
somebody somewhere trying to save 
Sargent’s bacon?

It is believed that Browning has seized 
much of the computer hardware and stocks of 
merchandise, including thousands of CDs, 
and moved them to a series of safe houses, 
some of which may be abroad. This was done 
in the immediate aftermath of Searchlight’s 
exposure of some of Blood and Honour’s 
business arrangements, which has probably 
cost the skinhead music organisation more 
than £100,000 in lost revenue. 

To make matters worse for C18 two more 
activists, Mark Atkinson and Rob Gray, have 
now been formally charged with possession 
of copies of the nazi hate publication, The 
Stormer. 

Now Browning has tried to turn full circle 
by offering his services to the British 
National Party. The approach, via Phil 
Edwards, one of the most violent men in the 
nazi movement, was directed at Ian Dell, the 
BNP’s token chief steward. As we go to press 
it would appear that Dell is not at all happy at 
the idea of recruiting a man who has beaten 
and slashed BNP members, such as Tony 
Lecomber and Eddy Butler, during C18’s 
reigns of terror two and three years ago. 

The one place a new potential unity on the 
far right is emerging is in Scotland, where 
under the experienced direction of Steve 
Cartwright, the former BNP organiser, nearly 
200 nazis from various organisations came 
together late last year for a concert organised 
on a broad basis. There are plans for similar 
events around the country. 

Sargent in the meantime is left drinking in 
the Blind Beggar pub in London’s East End, 
the scene of one of the Kray gang’s murders 
of somebody who stepped out of line. Watch 
your back, fatso, history has a habit of repeat- 
ing itself. 
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Crime and punishment 
Nazis queue up to face the courts 


ritain’s, nazis, fascists and 

racists fell foul of the law even 

more than usually in the last 
months of 1996. To mark the start of 
what will hopefully be a very unhappy 
new year for Britain’s nazis and 
racists, we report the latest from the 
crime sheets and courts. 

In Northamptonshire the streets and peo- 
ple’s homes will be a little safer after Stephen 
Sayer, 28, a Combat 18 fan from Minerva 
Way in Wellingborough, was sentenced to six 
months for an attack on an Asian shopkeeper. 
He is already serving 21 months for burglary. 

He and a friend knocked off the shopkeep- 
er’s turban and punched him. Sayer tried to 
hit him with a bottle, his friend stopped him, 
but then joined Sayer in the assault. 

Judge Richard Bray was convinced of the 
racist nature of the attack and threats. 

In the Northwest, John Heard, the one-time 
local National Front organiser and Third 
Positionist, has been charged, alongside 
another man, with possession of heroin and 
conspiracy to supply it. The £1.3 million 
worth of the poison was clearly too much for 
their personal use. 

When Heard was active in the far right he 
kidnapped an alleged porn shop owner, claim- 
ing he was carrying out a public duty. This 
landed him in prison and many people 
thought at the time that there was more to the 
case than came out in court. He also used to 
campaign under the NF banner outside local 
schools calling for action against drug deal- 
ers. Perhaps he was trying to eliminate the 
competition. 

While he was a “political soldier” in the 
1980s he was given a loan by the group’s 
senior organisers. One can only speculate for 
what purpose he used it. 

While on the subject of drug dealers, the 
Newham Recorder published a heart-rending 
story of an east London mother who broke 
her heart after her son was allegedly run 
down by a black motorist and left in a coma. 
The incident followed a _ confrontation 
between a black man and the victim and sey- 
eral of his friends in a fast food shop. 

Typical of the racist Newham Recorder, it 
failed to mention a number of facts. The vic- 
tim was none other than the notorious British 
Movement activist Stuart Morgan, younger 
brother of the psychotic bullyboy of the BM 
of yesteryear, Mattie Morgan. The paper also 
failed to mention Morgan junior’s conviction 
several years ago for importing millions of 
pounds worth of drugs from The Netherlands 
in the company of another BM activist, Stuart 
Chandler. Perhaps they were in business with 
Combat 18’s Charlie Sargent.

late November on four out of 
seven charges of causing actual 
bodily harm and one of common 
assault on elderly people in his 
care at the Lake View nursing and 
residential home in Chorley, 
Lancashire. 

The court heard that the matron 
saw fit to appoint him health and 
safety officer at the home, as he 
had been there for three years and 








Haraldsson had his own way of implementing 


the BNP’s policy on pensioners 


was the longest serving member of 
her staff. He used his position to 
cover up his victim’s injuries by 


entering them in the safety records as 
accidents. 

Judge Townend was puzzled when 
Haraldsson told him that he liked the job 
because it gave him “freedom of thought’, 
more like freedom to put the boot and fist in. 

Haraldsson, who used the nickname 
“Duce”, appears to have used several names 
over the years including the exotic Marquis 
d’Artois. Marquis d’Sade might have been 
nearer the mark in this case. Originally called 
Walker, he took the name Haraldsson by deed 
poll in order to impress his followers with his 
“Norse connection”, while acting as organiser 
of the BNP’s Preston unit. BNP members told 
Searchlight that he invented a long Norse 
background to enhance his street credibility. 

For some time he shared a Post Office box 
number in Blackburn with the even weirder 
Austin Stoneham. Stoneham has been hang- 
ing around with both the Oldham Combat 18 
gang, now under arrest, and the BNP. 

Searchlight is in possession of a substantial 
amount of material owned by this torturer of 
old people, or distributed by him, most of 
which is of a Hardline nazi nature. Strangely, 
there was also evidence that he was in corre- 
spondence with Gerry Adams of Sinn Fein 
and he had pro Irish Republican leaflets in his 
possession alongside the nazi trash. 

In one Preston BNP branch bulletin he 
wrote: “Men are not equal”. Quite right, most 
do not torture the elderly.

Tyndall 
opens for 
business 


What is the link between Combat 18, 
Napoleon and John Tyndall? No, it’s not 
Searchlight’s post-Christmas quiz, it’s a seri- 
ous question. 

Before the virtual implosion of Combat 18, 
its street leader Charlie Sargent and his broth- 
er Steve took great pleasure in going on ad 
nauseam about John Tyndall’s lifestyle, mak- 
ing snide remarks about his yacht moored at 
Brighton marina close to his home. 
Searchlight has never subscribed to these 
attacks, because we believe the truth is often 
stranger than C18’s fiction. 

Two hundred years ago the French emperor 
Napoleon Bonaparte described the occupants 
of this island as a nation of shopkeepers. 
Rumours arriving at Searchlight from the 
inner circle of the BNP hierarchy suggest that 
Tyndall has become one of them. 

Tyndall’s late father-in-law Charlie Parker 
(not the jazz musician), who was tolerated in 
the BNP and the National Front before that 
because of the financial assistance Tyndall 
received when he married Parker’s daughter 
Valerie, was a substantial property dealer. But 
before Parker died he cut off Tyndall and 
Valerie without a penny and left most of his

money in trust for his granddaughter, Marina, 
so that Mr and Mrs Tyndall could not get 
their hands on it. So the good fortune that 
appears to have come Tyndall’s way recently 
in the form of a number of commercial prop- 
erties might rather be the result of an old sup- 
porter popping his jackboots and leaving the 
British mini-fiihrer something for a rainy day. 
That is if the goods were intended for him 
personally and not the party! 


Of course he might simply be managing the 
trust property for his daughter, who must 
rapidly be approaching the age when she will 
be able to gain access to her inheritance. 
Tyndall’s grovelling to old man Parker knew 
no bounds. Parker’s freemasonry was an open 
secret in the NF and despite fascism’s long 
standing opposition to it Parker was still 
allowed his place in the sun within the NF 
senior officers’ ranks.

The new right: a growing danger 


“It’s a fun time to be a rightwinger,” 
wrote Matthew Parris recently in The 
Spectator. Attempting to explain the 
dramatic rise of the right-wing jour- 
nal, the former MP noted the sharp 
increase in right-wing ideas and their 
growing audience. In contrast, he 
argued, liberal and socialist ideas were 
considered by the political public as 
outdated and of little relevance. The 
right is once again riding high. 

Last month Searchlight examined the 
BNP’s election strategy and how the party 
hoped that the campaign would herald a new 
productive period, similar to that experienced 
by the National Front in the 1970s. 
Searchlight believes that the BNP’s analysis 
is inaccurate and takes insufficient account of 
the current threat, of the re-emergence of a 
nationalist, populist and socially right-wing 
Conservative Party. 

Win or lose the next election the 
Conservatives in parliament will be further to 
the right than they are at present. According 
to a recent poll by The Economist, the vast 
majority of new prospective candidates in 
Conservative-held seats are more right-wing 
than the MPs they are hoping to replace. 

While the magazine admits the survey 
lacks complete accuracy, its findings are 
clear. Not one newcomer was in favour of a 
single currency and most were hostile to 
European integration altogether; they 
favoured the restoration of the death penalty 
by three to one (in contrast to the retiring 
MPs who were evenly divided); and two- 
thirds wanted tax cuts even at the expense of 
spending cuts (only one quarter of retiring 
MPs felt that way). 

If they lose the election, the Conservatives 
will almost certainly seek a new leader. 
Without the constraints and responsibility of 
office, a different political direction is likely 
to emerge. With MPs moving to the right and, 
according to research at Sheffield University, 
an increasingly right-wing membership, the 
Conservative Party seems certain to espouse 
more right-wing policies. 

Europe will undoubtedly dominate the 
political debate over the next five years. A 
Conservative Party in opposition will rapidly 
position itself as a nationalist and populist 
upholder of national identity. From this a host 
of right-wing baggage, from tighter boarder 
controls to a radical social agenda led by tax 
and substantial welfare cuts, will emerge. 

All this merely covers a more worrying 
development: the return of the new right to 
the centre of Conservative thought and policy, 
this time with a more extreme social agenda. 

The new right’s aim is to tear down institu- 
tions and refashion society along a nationalist 
and social conservative policy. Nowhere is 
their anger more directed than towards “the 
state”. The new conservatives want to reverse 
its growth and return to minimalist govern- 
ment by substantially reducing taxes and

devoting public spending only to those areas 
that are absolute necessary. 

Leading new right thinking are such men as 
Alan Duncan, Conservative MP for Rutland 
and Merton. In his book, Saturn’s Children, 
he writes: “The glowing presence of the 
State, with its laws, regulations and taxes, its 
officials and policeman, darkens every club- 
house and pub, lurks by the roadside and on 
the bridges, slips through the letter box in its 
customary brown envelope, issues forms to 
the supplicant and interrogates the taxpayer. 
Something must be done and the task is sim- 
ply stated. Dramatic, immediate and sweep- 
ing reductions in public expenditure need to 
be combined with a new political vision capa- 
ble of capturing the electorate’s imagination 
and enthusiasm.” 


Duncan and his fellow author, Dominic 
Hobson, call for £20 billion to be cut from the 
public budget, including the closure of entire 
government departments. He describes the 
Inland Revenue as the “moral equivalent of 
the Stasi, the Gestapo and the KGB”. 

While Duncan has focused on an alterna- 
tive economic policy, others have been keen 
to add a new social conservatism, aiming to 
regulate people’s personal lives to a far 
greater extent than before. Going beyond 
Thatcher and Reagan, these people are 
increasingly looking to American politicians 
such as Newt Gingrich for inspiration. 

It is here that some of the more extreme 
elements of the Conservative Party may have 
a greater influence. While Michael Portillo 
and John Redwood would both argue for tax 
cuts, the defence of “national identity”, 
increased action against crime, improved 
moral standards and an end to the supposed 
“welfare dependency”, it is often the radical 
right groups or publications, such as Right 
NOW!, the Institute of Economic Affairs, the 
Adam Smith Institute and Salisbury Review, 
that are left to add the intellectual legitimacy. 

Following the example set in the United 
Sates, groups such as Right NOW! have long 
argued that intelligence is divided along racial 
lines. These racist theories are being taken up 
by those who wish radically to reduce the role 
of the state. Welfare benefits are wasted, 
those whom benefits are supposed to assist

are beyond help and benefits only create wel- 
fare dependency. Far better, the argument 
goes, for those who have simply to keep the 
money in their pockets. 

On a slightly less extreme, but equally 
damaging note, others on the new right are 
taking up class politics to justify a new moral 
agenda. Some close to John Redwood have 
even argued that children of poor single par- 

‘ents should be removed and given to middle- 
class parents. 

This mixture of extreme social politics and 
political justification for cutting taxes is a 
dangerous development. As we are rapidly 
witnessing in the USA, the result is a divided 
society, one side rich, the other poor, separat- 
ed by a virtual ring of steel. US society is 
clearly demarcated, and scared. One million 
private police officers and 30 per cent of 
black youths awaiting trial or in jail are the 
clear signs of a society divided by race, class 
and religion. 

While Britain is not America, our right- 
wing politicians are increasingly looking 
across the Atlantic for inspiration and advice. 
Elements of US politics are already being 
seen in the “law and order” policies of both 
main parties. More can be expected if the 
Conservatives lose the election. American 


social conservatism would be mixed with tra- 
ditional English nationalism, wrapped up in 
opposition to a united Europe. 

Last month Searchlight explained how the 
BNP believed that an incoming Labour gov- 
ernment would eventually result in an 
upsurge in support for the BNP, in a similar 
fashion to the NF’s growth in the 1970s. The 
BNP believes that disillusioned voters would 
first look to alternative groups, such as the 
United Kingdom Independence Party, but 
eventually head over to the BNP. 

This is a very simplistic and almost certain- 
ly wrong analysis. There are many differ- 
ences between the present situation and that 
in which the NF found itself in the early 
1970s. Despite receiving its highest electoral 
support in 1976, during a Labour govern- 
ment, the NF was already on the decline in 
membership terms. Its peak had come in 
1973-74 while Edward Heath was Prime 
Minister, when its membership hit 17,000. 

The reason for much of this expansion was 
the influx of right-wing conservatives who 
considered Heath too liberal. Britain had lost 
its empire, the trade union movement was at 
its strongest, Rhodesia had recently lost its 
Commonwealth membership and Enoch 
Powell’s “Rivers of Blood” speech had cata- 


. pulted the immigration issue to the centre of 


politics. 

These disillusioned Tories were to play a 
significant part in the rise of the NF. John 
Kingsley Read went on to become its leader, 
while Ted Atwell and Roy Painter were to 
serve as officials, with Painter on the execu- 
tive. Perhaps more importantly, the Tories 
brought funding, respectability and electoral 
experience. 

Today, the situation is very different. 
Immigration and empire are no longer issues 
that dominate the political landscape and 
there is no Enoch Powell figure to give legiti- 
macy to the extreme right. In the 1970s 
groups such as WISE and the Racial 
Preservation Society formed a bridge between 
far-right members of the Monday Club and 
the National Front. Today such organisations 
hardly exist and even the Monday Club is a 
mere shadow of its former self. 

The dominant issue in British politics over 
the next few years will be Europe, and more 
specifically, further political and monetary 
union. A Conservative Party in opposition, 
especially one under a right-wing leadership, 
will make much of Labour and the Liberals 
selling out Britain over Europe. Such a party 
will bear no comparison to the Tories under 
Heath. 

With the Conservative Party moving to the 
right, it seems inconceivable that many of its 
right-wing members will flock to the BNP. If 
anything, the Conservative Party will regain 
some of its former members who have recent- 
ly found homes in the UKIP and _ the 
Referendum Party. It is no surprise that many 
of the Conservatives who flocked to the NF 
in the 1970s are now firmly embedded on the 
Conservative Party right. 

The second element of the BNP’s analysis 
is that the Conservative Party will split after 
the election and disillusioned supporters will 
eventually leave for an alternative. At first, so 
the argument goes, the right-wing anti- 
European groups will benefit, but soon many 
would see their shortcomings and join others 
heading straight to the BNP. 

Once again history does not give Tyndall 
and his friends much succour. While it is 
impossible to predict how the Conservative 
Party would cope with a damaging internal 
battle, certain assumptions can be made. The 
most trying scenario for party unity would be 
a Portillo or Redwood leadership victory, 
although even this would not result in a sim- 
ple split. With the Conservative moderates 
admitting that the right will dominant the 
post-election political scene, any split would 
come from the left of the party, hardly poten- 
tial BNP supporters. 

But as the Conservative Party has histori- 
cally proved, it has an instinct for survival. 
The present electoral system promotes a two- 
party system, resulting in two broad coali- 
tions. There is little space for others. One 
moderate Conservative told Searchlight that 
they knew the right was going to win the 
party’s next leadership election campaign: 
“they'll lead us into the political wilderness 
for ten years, but then it’ll be our go again. 
They’ ll be discredited once and for all.” 

This view may be too optimistic. With the 
majority of the press firmly behind their cru- 
sade, the right might be more powerful than 
some think. Comparisons with Labour in the 
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early 1980s are inappropriate as then the 
press were almost unanimously hostile. 

A dramatic split would emerge only if an 
incoming Labour government introduced pro- 
portional representation. While this would 
certainly give groups such as the BNP a win- 
dow of opportunity, the extent to which they 
would gain in the short term is debatable. A 
splintering of both main parties could well 
lead some on the Conservative right to form a 
new, nationalist party at some stage in the 
future. Yet such a move would surely be a 
threat to groups such as the BNP. Without the 
restraints of party moderates and the two- 
party electoral system, this new grouping 
would be a far more attractive and respectable 
party than the ragbag of criminals and nazi 
fantasists in fascist groups. 

Just as Enoch Powell might have given 
legitimacy to the rise of the NF, he might 
once again be having an influence. He was a 
cultural nationalist who opposed immigration, 
entry to the Common Market, and the break- 
up of the UK. At the same time he was a radi- 
cal free marketeer, an advocate of denational- 
isation long before it became Conservative 
policy and of the halving of the top rate of 
income tax to 20 per cent. 

At a Conservative Party fringe meeting this 
year, one Eurosceptic MP applauded Powell 
as Britain’s greatest politician. Referring to 
his later years in the political wilderness, the 
MP declared that leaving the Conservative 
Party would be disastrous. “This is our party,” 
he shouted to rapturous applause. “The Con- 
servative Party is currently the place to be!” 

Despite The Observer's recent exposé of 
Right NOW!, some Conservative MPs still 
seem prepared to flirt with this extremist 
group. Right NOW!, a_ right-wing 
Conservative-supporting publication, was set 
up and is now run by people with a long fas- 
cist and extremist history. 

Some MPs who have been interviewed by 
Right NOW! have since distanced themselves 
from the magazine, but others do not seem to 
_ have been put off. According to its own bul- 
letin, Right NOW! has recently planned meet- 
ings at the House of Commons with Andrew 
Hunter MP and John Townend MP. Hunter is 
probably no stranger to such company, he is 
presently Vice-Chairman of the right wing 
Monday Club. 

The latest issue of Right NOW! has come 
out strongly against the banning of handguns. 
Describing those behind the campaign as 
“nannying ‘liberal’ do-gooders”, it continues: 
“The price of freedom is that freedom can be 
abused ... Let us be ruled by logic, not 
pathetic emotionalism.” 

Right NOW! has also included the well 
known controversial academic, Professor H J 
Eysenck, on its list of patrons. This should 
come as no surprise as past issues of the mag- 
azine have focused heavily on the supposed 
intellectual inferiority of black people, and 
included the writings and thoughts of Richard 
Lynn, Philippe Rushton and Charles Murray. 

Searchlight readers in Yorkshire may be 
interested to know that a Right NOW! contrib- 
utor is standing as Conservative candidate for 
Huddersfield at the general election. Devon 
councillor Bill Forrow caused a scene at the 
1993 Conservative Party conference, where 
he condemned the party for its European poli- 
cy and argued for a change in leadership.

Confusion reigns in the BNP 


anic and confusion is gripping the 
Pos National Party as it frantically 

strives to find 50 candidates for the 
forthcoming general election. Even the BNP 
leadership is privately admitting that the party 
is still 12 candidates short. 

The BNP is presenting an upbeat message 
for its supporters. According to its latest 
members’ bulletin, it has already selected 54 
constituencies where it plans to stand candi- 
dates, begun filming sections of its party 
political broadcast and is issuing a number of 
tapes of Tyndall’s thoughts, “an excellent 
Christmas present for friends and family”, it 
claims. 

Fifty-four candidates is more than the num- 
ber needed to qualify for a television broad- 
cast. The reason is eloquently given in the 
bulletin: “It is vital to have a few to spare in 
case of any mishap which invalidates the odd 
candidate”. If only that were true; Searchlight 
believes that the BNP’s list is a mixture of 
fiction, confusion and desperation. 

The BNP has found only 35 to 40 candi- 


David Bruce 
Broxbourne 


Another old timer, Bruce has been Tyndall’s 
trusted aide for many of his 25 years of 
involvement in the nazi movement. A 
taxidriver from Hertfordshire, Bruce had 
long been regarded as Tyndall’s heir appar- 
ent, but seems recently to have fallen from 
grace as the BNP’s leader increasingly 
looks towards Griffin and some of the more 
radical elements. 

Bruce has a long and rather uninspiring 
election record. He polled the lowest BNP 


dates in 12 months of searching. It probably 
will scramble together the remaining 15 or so, 
but only after much arm twisting and black- 
mailing in the run-up to the election. In areas 
such as south London, Cardiff and Edinburgh 
the party is at a loss to find a local candidate. 
In Yorkshire, where the party has announced 
its intention to put up five candidates, the 
regional organisation is in such a state of dis- 
array that two of the three announced so far 
may well step down. 

In a faintly disguised plea of desperation 
the bulletin goes on to appeal for more candi- 
dates. While previous literature has called for 
the BNP’s finest to step forward, this bulletin 
is far more straightforward: “We are calling 
for volunteer candidates to fill these gaps. 
Applicants must be not less than 18 years of 
age, not undischarged bankrupts and without 
any record of offences against the law which 
reflect adversely on personal character (this is 
distinct from ‘political’ offences committed 
in pursuit of honourable motives).” 

While the BNP gloats at the demise of 


vote at the last election, when he received a 
mere 0.3 per cent in Edinburgh West. He 
might have a bit more success nearer to 
home: in the 1994 local elections he polled 
10.07 per cent in the Rosedale ward of 
Broxbourne. 

Bruce has recently been appointed 
assistant national organiser, with responsi- 
bility for the North and Scotland. How this 
will go down with the party membership, by 
whom he is despised, is uncertain. His 
slightly dark complexion and job as a 
taxidriver have convinced many in the 
nazi movement that he has Jewish or Asian 
origins.

Combat 18 and the non-emergence of the 
British National Socialist Party, it is having 
its own fair share of organisational and struc- 
tural problems. The BNP’s van, donated by a 
south London member, has finally packed up. 
Not only does this mean that the party’s small 
band of activists cannot travel around the 
country, but the party has also had to suspend 
distribution of literature. John Tyndall on the 
other hand rolls around the country in a 
decent car, hardly ever allowing any of the 
party’s lower ranks to spoil the upholstery. 

More fundamentally, the BNP’s telephone 
line has been a complete failure. Established 
after the BNP was forced to close down its 
headquarters, members have often found the 
mobile phone switched off or out of range. 
When they finally get through, the line is so 
bad they wish they hadn’t. 


John Peacock 
Leicester West 


Peacock is a BNP veteran and its East 
Midlands regional organiser. Highly under- 
estimated for his organisational skills 

He first became involved in fascist politics 
with the National Front and was its candi- 
date in the 1979 general election. He later 
moved to the British Democratic Party, led 
by Anthony Reed Herbert, before joining the 
BNP soon after its inception. He has been a 
key player ever since, regularly speaking at 
its national functions and standing at elec- 
tions. 

He is renowned for his extensive interna- 
tional links throughout the European fascist 
movement, regularly leading the BNP con- 
tingent on its foreign trips to Madrid and 
Diksmuide. He even organises the Odal 
Ring, a desperate attempt to increase the 
BNP’s international credibility. | Unfor- 
tunately, at this year’s international summer 
camp, the visiting Portuguese delegates were 
not informed of the redirection point and 
were left stranded at the railway station. 

Peacock’s son was one of six BNP mem- 
bers who were convicted for violence after 
they led a charge against anti-fascists at the 
1986 Remembrance Day march. He was 
fined £200. 


The poor old BNP members, forever hav- 
ing to dip their hands in their pockets for their 
leaders, who seem to be living the high life, 
are again being being called upon to save the 
party from financial ruin. The party is seeking 
£3,000 for a new van and £5,000 for the elec- 
tion fund. This is on top of the £1,100 every 
branch has been instructed to collect for each 
candidate. 

Members are being encouraged join the 
Welling Club (for a minimum of £20), sub- 
scribe to British Nationalist and Spearhead 
(£31.45) and buy the taped thoughts of John 
Tyndall (£6). All this is in addition to remem- 
bering the BNP in one’s will, and buying the 
new edition of Tyndall’s book, The Eleventh 
Hour, and the new booklet on the mass 
media. If there is any money left over then 
the long-suffering supporter might well get 


round to joining the party, at another £20 a 
year. 

To show that it is taking the election seri- 
ously, the BNP is introducing a new dress 
code for its members. Tyndall has realised 
that most of the BNP’s members and candi- 
dates are less than respectable. Hoping that 
voters can be duped, he has urged his follow- 
ers: “that it is party formality that they be for- 
mally dressed: with suit (or sports jacket or 
blazer), collar and tie”. Just in case any mem- 
bers were getting worried, Tyndall adds: 
“This does not preclude jackets being 
removed in exceptionally hot weather”. 

For Tyndall, who once ordered his wife 
indoors when he found her gardening in 
trousers, clothes are very important. Even in 
the 1960s, he would always insist on a shirt 
and tie, graced by the occasional armband.

Carmichael stayed with Anderson in 
1994 and became a central figure in the 
National Democrats. He had little time for 
his old friends in the Birmingham branch 
of the NF, losing them their regular meet- 
ing place by informing the pub’s landlord 
of their presence. 

Carmichael recently hit the headlines 
after obtaining the job of regional organis- 
er for the Referendum Party. In an inter- 
view with the Birmingham Post, 
Carmichael claims that he was put up to 
this by colleagues in the Conservative 
Party. He also claims that another three 
National Democrats are standing as 
Referendum Party candidates. No evi- 
dence was put forward to justify either 
claim.

A fascist for more than 25 years, Anderson 
joined the National Front in Oxford in the 
early 1970s, where he became branch organ- 
iser. He stood there in the 1974 general elec- 
tion, winning the smallest NF vote in the 
country. He has fared little better since then. 

After dropping out of Oxford University, 
Anderson moved to London where he initially 
contributed to John Tyndall’s NF-supporting 
magazine Spearhead. In 1983 he was convict- 
ed of unlawful assembly likely to cause a 
beach of the peace. He had by then become 
deputy chairman of the NF, and in October 
1984 secured the top job in order to keep out 
his fellow NF leader, Joe Pearce. At the 
party’s 1984 annual general meeting 
Anderson, who was then facing charges under 
the Race Relations Act, derided the Greater 
London Council’s attempts to evict racist ten- 
ants with the words: “If white families are 
evicted their flats must be made uninhabit- 
able. If that’s an incitement to break the law 
they can add it to the other charges.” 

Although surrounded by the Strasserites 
Griffin, Holland and Harrington, Anderson 
never fully accepted their views, and _ he, 
Andrew Brons and Martin Wingfield 
launched the National Front Support Group 
as a rival faction inside the party. While 
Griffin, Harrington and Holland took the 
“political soldiers” away into various “third 
positionist” groups, Anderson continued to 
run the NF. He held the position of chairman 
until 1994 when he renamed the group the 
National Democrats. 

In 1988 Anderson claimed that within 12 
months the NF would have displaced the 
Social Democratic Party as Britain’s fourth 
party. Within six years he was desperately 
trying to save the foundering group by chang- 
ing its name. By all accounts he will put an 
end to the National Democrats long before 
another six years have passed. 

It will be interesting to see how the people 
of Derry take to Anderson. Over the years he 
has been a firm supporter of the loyalist 
cause, regularly leading his followers into 
battle on the streets of London. In 1984 he 
caused controversy when, addressing an NF 
meeting, he described Bloody Sunday as the 
day “13 people were rightfully shot dead by 
British paratroopers”. He has also written for 
the UDA magazine Ulster.

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Trade unions 
fundamental to 
fighting racism 


With the launching of Trade Union Friends of Searchlight we intend 
to increase our coverage of trade union matters. We start this month 
with an exclusive interview with Kamaljeet Jandu, the Policy Officer 
for Race Equality at the Trades Union Congress (TUC). He talked to 
Searchlight about the TUC’s Unite Against Racism campaign and the 


forthcoming Respect ’97 festival. 


How did last year’s Respect ’96 Festival 
come about? 

Last year’s Respect ’96 festival was the third 
major event of the TUC’s Unite Against 
Racism campaign, which was launched two 
years earlier. It was initially organised in 
response to the election of Derek Beackon in 
the Millwall by-election and also as a reaction 
against the murder of Stephen Lawrence and 
the increase in racial attacks at that particular 
time. The TUC took a decision to respond to 
this fascist and racist activity and launched 
this campaign. The first event organised was 
the demonstration in east London in 1994, 
which attracted 60,000 anti-racists, including 
black people, local communities, trade union- 
ists, white people — a whole cross section of 
people attended that day. It was probably the 
biggest anti-racist mass event in British 
history. 

The second event was a demonstration in 
Manchester the following year, which attract- 
ed up to 10,000 people. Again we were able 
to mobilise people in the North to the mes- 
sage of uniting against racism. That demon- 
stration was particularly positive given the 
number of young black people who attended. 

Following that we considered the next 
event. What we wanted to do was to bring in 
a new generation of people to the Unite 
Against Racism campaign and to trade union- 
ism. We wanted to bring in people who would 
never normally attend a demonstration or a 
picket line, but might attend other types of 
events. With that in mind we took the deci- 
sion to hold a music festival. The theme we 
decided upon for the festival was “respect”. 
The message that we wanted to give people 
was to respect the contribution that all people 
make to what is Britain today. 

We expected 40,000 people; in fact the 
police said that 80,000 turned up on the day. 
The festival was the climax to a number of 
events. For example, we previously released a 
report on levels of income which showed that 
black full-time workers’ wages were 4.3 per 
cent less on average compared to white work- 
ers’ wages. We were also able to go into 
media that don’t usually associate themselves 
with trade union events such as youth media, 
black media, music papers. We were taking 
the message of trade unionism and uniting 
against racism to a whole new section of peo- 
ple.’ We were able to work with community- 
based voluntary sector organisations in order 
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to raise the profile of the 
festival. Not only black volun- 
tary organisations but also many 
small retailers took posters and 
were very encouraging and very 
supportive. 

In Tottenham, Camden, 
Islington and Hackney we had a 
very high profile and a lot of com- 
munity groups got involved in the 
mobilising effort. On the day black 
organisations, community organi- 
sations, anti-deportation cam- 
paigns and other campaigning 
groups had stalls to give out their 
literature, which was very impor- 
tant. All in all, the objectives that 
we established were met. We feel 
it was a spectacular success. 


How does the TUC see the anti- 
racist struggle being fought in the 
long-term? 

The TUC believes that in the long 
term the battle against racism will 
be won within the workplace and 
will be won with the cooperation 
of white workers. The thinking 
behind this is that we have black 
people in this country because 
black people were invited and 
came to do the dirty, low-paid, no 
health and safety, no promotion 
jobs in the sixties. It was the work- 
place that caused black people to 
come here and in order to change 
racism it is in the workplace that 
these issues will have to be taken 
on. The only workplace organisa- 
tion that can give you collective 
strength and that allows white 
workers to get involved in fighting racism is 
the trade union. So the role of the trade 
unions is fundamental to the anti-racist move- 
ment moving forward. 


Do you think that the TUC’s high profile anti- 
racist work will show that trade unionism has 
a relevance beyond the obvious workplace 
issues? 

One of the key issues facing trade unionism is 
making ourselves much more relevant to the 
new labour market. When I have spoken to 
young people, their starting point is “what is 
the TUC?” Something like Respect was about

raising the profile of trade unionism. We did a 
survey that showed that Respect created a 
tremendous awareness about racism and trade 
unionism, particularly among young people. 


Will the TUC put pressure on a future Labour 
government to implement tougher anti-racist 
policies? 

One of the key issues facing black workers in 
the workplace has been low pay. One of the 
policies of the TUC and the Labour Party is 
for a national minimum wage. If the Labour 
Party do get in with a commitment to a 
national minimum wage, that will have a pos- 


itive impact on 
the situation 
faced by black 
workers. 

One of the 
other key issues 
faced by black 
workers is 
unemployment. 
One survey we did last year showed that 
unemployment faced by black workers was 
over twice that faced by white workers. So 
the TUC advocates policies that create 
employment and policies that move towards 
full employment. Certainly there is a meeting 
of minds with the Labour Party. 

The TUC also calls for a racial harassment 








bill that will criminalise 
racial violence and cer- 
tainly there is some 
understanding within the 
Labour Party on that. 
Some people have argued 
that we have the 1976 
Race Relations Act and 
yet we are still experienc- 
ing racism. I would say 
that the 1976 Act has 
been of benefit, particu- 
larly in individual cases. 
Our thinking is that a 
racial harassment bill would similarly be of 
benefit and help reduce racial violence. 


What do you think the role of workplace trade 
unionists should be in combating racism? 
The role of shop stewards is fundamental to 
the way we move forward in the anti-racist 
movement. At the TUC we can develop and 
implement policies, but these policies and 
ideas have to be rooted in the workplace. So 
it is vital for people in their workplaces to 
play their role in fighting racism and fascism. 
The success of the TUC demonstrations and 
festival was partly due to workplace and com- 
munity mobilisation in organising transport 
and public meetings and mobilising workers 
in the anti-racist struggle. 


What are the TUC’s plans for Respect ’97? 
Respect ’97 will happen in July, and we are 
already raising money from the private sector 
for it. The involvement of black and 
community organisations will be central, not 
just in terms of helping on the day but also in 
terms of defining our own policies and priori- 
ties for the festival. So community organisa- 
tions need to gear up and get involved and 
hopefully Searchlight will be one of the key 
groups. Last year we said that we expected 
40,000 people; this year we are expecting 
100,000. We are looking at getting interna- 
tional acts to perform. Again it will be free 
and in London. 


What other plans do you have over the 
coming period? 

We are in a pre-election period and trade 
unionists working for the post office are 
obliged to deliver mail for fascist parties. 
Many have objected. What the TUC has done 
is to establish a monitoring exercise where all 
our affiliates will inform us of when fascist 
and racist literature has been used by any 
party. We can then monitor and respond to 
this jointly with Searchlight. Searchlight is 
very well respected in the trade union move- 
ment and joint work on Respect and other 
projects can only enhance both organisations 
and help to defeat racism and fascism.

did the NF’s influence within the trade union movement. 

However, the fascists did not disappear. The 1980s and 1990s 
have seen a number of incidents involving fascists in trade unions, 
often in jobs where they have access to sensitive information. 

Searchlight’s close relationship with trade unionists, since its incep- 
tion in the early 1960s, has gone from strength to strength. Our late 
editor, Maurice Ludmer, was president of Birmingham Trades Council, 
the largest such body in western Europe at that time. 

We have worked with the trade unions in a number of areas. In the 
1960s and 1970s we organised support and information for black and 

_Asian workers, who were often coming up against racism from the 
shop floor as well as from employers. Throughout the 1980s and 1990s 
we have helped expose fascist infiltrators and sometimes officials in 
the trade unions. 

We have campaigned alongside trade unionists in social security and 
customs offices to expose and drive out organised groups of British 
National Party members, and have supported trade unionists when they 
were victimised by management for their actions. The cases of 
Laurence Johnson, Cathy Murphy, Jim White, Gordon Stridiron, Eric 

’ Brand and Simon Chadwick are now well known in the trade union 
movement. These fascists would still be in place to cause trouble and 

dissent from within had it not been for Searchlight’s investigations and 
exposés of them. 

In the autumn of last year Trade Union Friends of Searchlight was 
launched. The main purpose of TUFS is to strengthen and broaden 
Searchlight’s work with trade unionists. We intend to highlight issues 
with regard to racism and fascism that specifically affect the trade 
union movement. As an example, we recently provided the RMT with 
information on one of its members, John Morse, at the time the editor 
of the BNP’s newspaper, British Nationalist. As a result the RMT 
expelled Morse from the union and successfully defended its action at 
a tribunal. 

We envisage building a closer relationship with individual trade 
union branches across the country (our affiliates), whom we see as an 
integral part of any serious community-based anti-racist initiatives. At 
the other end of the scale we are currently working with the TUC on 
the Respect ’97 festival and also the monitoring of fascist candidates 
in the general election. We urge Searchlight readers to get their union 
branches to become Trade Union Friends of Searchlight. 


A s support for the National Front declined in the late 1970s, so

The life and times of Larry O’ Hara 


he vitriolic hate campaign against 
| Searchlight and the organised anti-fas- 
cist movement at the start of the 1990s 
by the self-styled “independent researcher” 
Larry O’Hara has intensified recently with 
the publication of a new smear pamphlet, 
Searchlight for Beginners. This pamphlet 
contains more of O’Hara’s paranoid conspira- 
cy theories, malicious lies and disinforma- 
tion. Although Searchlight is the main focus 
of O’Hara’s bile, he has also continued his 
usual practice of smearing or spreading lies 
about other people, including anti-fascists, 
left-wing activists, journalists and the Jewish 
community. 

A turning point in O’Hara’s operations 
came in the summer of 1992 when he joined 
forces with Mark Taha, a_ right-wing 
researcher and part-time spook, and Al 
Baron, an antisemitic propagandist and sup- 
porter of the far right since 1980, to try and 
destroy Searchlight and its editor. They had 
met at a conference organised by the 
Libertarian Alliance. 

Baron and Taha have concentrated on 
attacking Searchlight by launching libel 
actions against the magazine, its editor, print- 
er, distributors and various retail outlets, with 
at least the partial support of one former 
right-wing MP and one sitting MP. However, 
O’Hara’s association with Baron and Taha 
was short-lived as the enormous egos of 
Baron and O’Hara were too large to be con- 
tained together in one small political pond. 


Black lies 


In 1995, the Leeds branch of the British 
National Party produced a pamphlet entitled 
White Lies, which claimed that the BNP 
were just good “nationalists” and had not 
been involved in any violence against anti- 
fascists and others. This piece of nazi pro- 
paganda also, unsurprisingly, attacked both 
Searchlight and Anti-Fascist Action. That 
anti-fascists were being slandered by the 
nazis was hardly shocking — Searchlight has 
consistently exposed the criminal violence 
of nazi goons in Yorkshire, and Leeds AFA 
has successfully combated their presence on 
the streets for the past ten years. 

However, what was a shock was that 
O’Hara rehashed these nazi smears in a 
series of articles in Green Anarchist and 
elsewhere, which falsely accused a number 
of anarchists and militant anti-fascists of 
working for the security services. The 
author of White Lies, Dave Owens, the 
Leeds BNP organiser and a convicted crimi- 
nal, has been in close contact with O’Hara 
and had a lengthy meeting with him in 
Leeds. It was obviously in the BNP’s inter- 
ests to spread disinformation against Leeds 
AFA and Searchlight, and O’Hara and 
Green Anarchist were the willing dissemi- 
nators of this propaganda. O’Hara had pre- 
viously spread a series of malicious slanders 
about Leeds AFA and Tyne and Wear Anti- 
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Having already spent 
time with various far- 
right leaders and 
activists, such = as 
Patrick Harrington and 
Steven Brady, it was no 
great leap for O’ Hara to 
get together with Baron 
and Taha. After they 
split up it was again an 
easy step for O’Hara to 
embark upon a more 
active and wider 
attempt to disrupt the 
anti-fascist movement 
alongside at least one 
key nazi, Dave Owens. 
As a result, O’ Hara was 
condemned in print by 
a number of anti-fascist 
groups.

Two anarchists wrote a pamphlet, Green 
Apocalypse, about O’Hara’s links to fascist 
ideology and-his smearing of greens and 
anarchists. Much of the condemnation of 
O’Hara has come from individuals and 
organisations who have significant political 
differences with Searchlight but who, from 
their own experience of dealing with 
O’Hara, regard him as either a paranoid 
conspiracy theorist or a fascist errand boy. 
In his latest pamphlet, he also makes slan- 
derous allegations about the French anti-fas- 
cist magazine Reflexes and United for 
Intercultural Action.

for around 10 years, that he is writing a PhD 
thesis on contemporary fascism strain the 
limits of his academic credibility. However, 
he has succeeded in holding down a job in 
Harrow teaching economics and history at a 
Catholic sixth form college, a rather strange 
situation for a man who claims to live in 
Liverpool but in fact lives in east London. 


n these pages we offer a selection of 
O criticisms from a broad range of 

organisations and publications and a 
series of quotations drawn from a number of 
sources, including O’Hara himself. Many of 
the excerpts are from publications which dis- 
agree politically with Searchlight but they do 
demonstrate how Larry O’Hara’s obsessive 
hatred of Searchlight and the egocentricity of 
his conspiratorial fantasies make him a useful 
tool for the fascists. 

The fascists have consistently used O’Hara 
to attack Searchlight and other anti-fascist 
groups by feeding him disinformation and as 
a consequence, his writings have been 
extremely popular with many fascists. For 
example, the nazi terror group Combat 18 is 
selling O’Hara’s latest pamphlet. O’Hara has 
also repeatedly stirred up trouble within the 
anti-fascist movement with his wild accusa- 
tions and smears. 

In a previous issue of Searchlight, we 
described Larry O’Hara as a “fascist errand 
boy”. O’Hara complained to the Press 
Complaints Commission, which ruled that 
Searchlight’s description of him was fair jour- 
nalistic comment. A second complaint was 
also rejected. 


Conspiracies a-go-go 


O’Hara’s works are very poorly researched 
and edited, and are often barely intelligible. 
He repeatedly treats his own unproven asser- 
tions as facts and will ignore or twist any evi- 
dence which does not fit in with his conspira- 
torial world view. Like many conspiracy theo- 
rists, he acts like an intellectual solipsist 
(someone who believes that he is the only 
person that exists), so that his version of reali- 
ty is entirely egocentric. Any criticism of 
O’Hara is seen by him as further “proof” of 
the conspiracy against him. As a result, 
O’Hara frequently accuses anyone who dis- 
agrees with him of working for the security 
services.

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ROUND-UP on RACISM 
Nazi murderer 


jailed for life 


Peter Moore, a cinema owner and Nazi 
sympathiser in North Wales, has been 
jailed for life for the murder of four 
men. Judge Maurice Kay told Moore, 
50, that he was as dangerous a man as it 
was possible to find, and that he would 
recommend to the Home Secretary that 
he should never be set free. 


Moore is a_ sadistic homosexual who 
terrorised and tortured men with a truncheon 
and flick knife for 20 years. Police found 
Nazi paraphernalia, including _ leather 
clothing, military-style caps and handcuffs, at 
his home. 

Moore, a powerfully built man, dressed in 
black to further terrorise his victims. In court, 
Alex Carlile, QC, prosecuting, said: “Black 
was his uniform and he was the man in black, 
with black thoughts and the blackest of 
deeds”. 

The killings began after the death of his 
mother in 1994. Last September Moore 
stabbed Henry Roberts, 56, a retired railway 
worker, to death at his remote cottage on 
Anglesey. Roberts, a neo-fascist with a 


collection of Nazi artefacts, was stabbed 27 
times as Moore accused him of being a Jew. A 
Nazi flag from Roberts’s collection was later 
found at Moore’s home. The combat knife 
used in the killing was bought in Rhyl for £25 
and later found in a van hired by Moore. 

The next victim, Edward Carthy, 28, was 
stabbed to death and buried in a forest after 
Moore had picked him up from a gay bar in 
Liverpool. 

Keith Randles, 49, a security manager at a 
roadworks site on Anglesey, was stabbed to 
death at his caravan. In an account to 
detectives, Moore said that Randles begged to 
be allowed to live for the sake of his 
grandchildren and asked why he was stabbing 
him. Moore had replied “fun”. 

His last victim, Anthony Davies, 48, was 
attacked on Pensarn beach, near Abergele, 
and left dead at the water’s edge. Moore 
showed no remorse. In a confession to a 
custody officer he said: “I didn’t feel any 
remorse whatsoever for what I have done”. 
He said he bought the knife to kill and that 
killing relieved pressure on him and was a 
“relief from stress”. 


Kstate agent employee 
sacked for discrimination 


A woman employed by Halifax 
Property Services has been dismissed 
for racial discrimination against a 
customer. Sally Barnes, 30, of 
Cwmbran, South Wales, admitted 
holding racist views. When questioned, 
she said: “One minute there are three 
in there, the next minute it’s 33”. 


Barnes lost her industrial tribunal case 
claiming unfair dismissal. The chairman of 
the tribunal said it would be hard to find a 
clearer indication of a discriminatory attitude. 

Barnes and her manager at the branch at 
Whitchurch, Cardiff, had taken a property 
listing for a flat from a man called McBride, 
who said he did not want black or Asian 
tenants. 

When Jenny Selby, an Anglo-Indian, tried 
to rent the flat last June, manager Michelle 
Smith told her it had been taken. Mrs Selby 
then asked a white colleague to inquire about 
the property and found it was still available. 
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She complained to Halifax, which 
subsequently sacked both staff. 

When questioned by senior managers, 
Barnes said she understood why the 
landlord did not want black tenants, because 
there were elderly people in the block and 
she would probably have done the same 
herself. 

Duncan Chittingdon, a Halifax regional 
executive, said Barnes was dismissed for 
gross misconduct. “She was not just ignorant 
of the law but possessed racist views which 
any decent, right-minded person would find 
repulsive,” he said. 

Ann O’Brien, representing Halifax at the 
tribunal, said: “A concept of morality, such as 
not discriminating, is so fundamental that 
employers shouldn’t have to keep driving it 
home, any more than driving home that staff 
shouldn’t put their hands in the till. These are 
concepts that right-thinking people learn at 
their mother’s knee, not through their 
employers.”

PCs sacked for abuse 


Police officers in two areas of the country 
have been dismissed for racist abuse. 

PC Tony Worrall subjected a young 
policewoman to verbal abuse while on duty 
at last year’s Grand National meeting. He 
was found guilty on four counts of racial 
abuse and sexual harassment. 

The abuse was overheard by another 
police officer, who made an official 
complaint. A senior officer described 
Worrall’s conduct as “outrageous” and 
“totally out of order”. Earlier this year, 
PC Worrall, who was based at Bootle, 
was acquitted of an alleged assault on a 
pregnant woman. 

In Wellington, Shropshire, PC Ron 
Hogan was sacked for referring to “Paki 
bastards” in an Asian shop. Both Mrs Raj 
Atwal and a white customer heard Hogan 
utter the words. 

Hogan does not seem to appreciate that 
he did anything wrong, and whinged: “TI 
have been made a scapegoat to appease 
ethnic minorities”. Superintendent Phil 
Evison, of West Mercia Police, said: 
“The force will not tolerate racial abuse”. 





Man blinded in race attack 


A man was blinded in one eye in a 
vicious racist attack in Camden, 
London. The 21-year-old man was 
walking along Camden Road in 
August when he was attacked by a 
gang of white men, who thrust a bottle 
in his face. 


Kentish Town police have made a renewed 
appeal for witnesses. 


Coventry 
Asian families living in the Chantries housing 
estate, Coventry, are being persecuted by 
racist tenants. Cars have been smashed up, 
racist abuse spray-painted on walls, and 
fences torn down. 

Ghulman Sarwar, 26, said he has to take 
his wife and three young children to his 
parents’ home when he goes to work because 
he is frightened for their safety. On bonfire 
night a firework was thrown through the 


letterbox, when one of his children was 
standing the other side of the door. 

He said racist abuse spray-painted on his 
house made an abusive reference to one of his 
children, who is an albino. His van was 
smashed up and his car has been vandalised. 

Neighbour Patrick Boyle said the 
troublemakers should be forced to move out, 
not the innocent families. He added: “These 
bullies have smashed windows, spat at kids in 
their back gardens and smashed the 7 ft fence 
along the canal. If this is not racial abuse I 
don’t know what is, because the white people 
in the area are not being picked on.” 


Northern Ireland 


There has been a sharp increase in 
harassment of ethnic minorities in Northern 
Ireland, following the republican and 
loyalist ceasefires. A survey carried out by 
Ulster University found that 61 per cent of 
ethnic minority residents believed there was 


racial abuse. Over half the Chinese 
interviewed said they had suffered damage 
to property. 

In June a Chinese businessman was 
murdered outside his County Antrim 
restaurant. 

The main ethnic minorities in Northern 
Ireland are 4,000 Chinese, 1,000 to 2,000 
Pakistani Muslims, 1,000 Indians and 1,400 
Irish Travellers. 

At present, Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Republic are the only areas in the European 
Union with no race law. The only provision in 
the 1976 Race Relations Act that applies to 
Northern Ireland is that against incitement to 
racial hatred. 

Race relations legislation to cover 
employment, education and provision of 
goods and services was due to be introduced 
into Parliament in December. The Irish 
Traveller community will be specifically 
included under this legislation. 


Police complain of discrimination 


A woman police officer _ihas 
complained of racial discrimination. 
The detective constable says she was 
referred to as a “coon” and a “nigger” 
while on a training course in 
Birmingham. 


DC Wendy Richardson has accused DC 
Shane Evans and West Midlands Police of 
racial discrimination. She says she was 
abused during a six-week course at the Tally 
Ho centre in Birmingham. 

At an induction meeting the officers were 
given a talk on equal opportunities. 
Immediately afterwards DC _ Richardson 
overheard DC Evans in the canteen saying: 
“If I want to call a spade a spade or if I 


Woman killed ‘monster’ 
after years of abuse 


A woman who strangled her partner, described by the trial judge 
as a “monster”, has been placed on probation. 

Daniel Mann, 42, was a chronic alcoholic who was obsessed with 
the occult, Adolf Hitler and the French Foreign Legion. He had 
subjected his partner, Davina McAulay, 36, to years of abuse. 

Defence counsel Douglas Small said his client had suffered 
physical, mental and sexual abuse at the hands of Mann, who could 
properly be described as a “thoroughly evil person”. He had 
fractured her jaw three or four times and threatened to kill her 
mother if she told anyone what was happening. A doctor who 
examined her found evidence of both old and new injuries. 

McAulay killed Mann by strangling him with his football scarf 
at their home in Perth in July 1995. She told police: “I snapped 
because I went through holy torture for 10 years and I couldn’t 


take any more”. 


The case was first heard before Lord Clyde, who described 
Mann as a monster and deferred sentence for a year. Lord Ross, 
who placed McAulay on probation, said the counselling and 
psychiatric help she had received was “very impressive”.

During the course, a number of officers 
were bitten by fleas. Evans used this as an 
opportunity to insult Richardson, telling her 
to “keep her fleas to herself’. He refused to 
sit next to her in a lecture, even though that 
was the only vacant seat. 

In comments made before another officer, 
DC Ward, Evans allegedly referred to 
Richardson as a “coon” and a “nigger”, and 
said she was a “useless” police officer. 

Richardson said that when she complained 
about the abuse her complaint was treated 
dismissively. A senior officer accused her of 
sleeping with Ward, which she denies. 

In Greater Manchester, the most senior 
black officer has claimed that he suffered

Abuse led to shotgun blast 


A man who fired a shotgun at racists may escape a jail sentence. 
Sheriff Alastair Stewart, sitting at the High Court in Glasgow, told 
Paul Lavery, 34, there were “exceptional circumstances”. 

Mr Lavery’s family became the target of a hate campaign by 
anti-social families after his mother took part in community 
action to improve the local area. Her home was daubed with 
graffiti, including the words “grass”, and the windows of her 
mobility car and house were smashed. 

His brother’s van was destroyed in an arson attack and his 
half sister, Miss Jane Charles, was subjected to a campaign of 
racist abuse. On the night of 21 November 1995, a gang, 
including Christopher Ferla and Stephen Evans, were shouting 
abuse at Miss Charles. The abuse included the words “nigger” 
and “black bastard”, and Miss Charles, who is in her early 
twenties, saw her car being vandalised by the gang. Evans was 
later fined £500 for damaging the car. 

Mr Lavery was subjected to sectarian abuse by the gang, who 
said they would burn his house down. He chased them with a 
sawn-off shotgun, and they taunted him by shouting “give it 
your best shot”. One shot was fired. Lavery admitted a charge of 
recklessly discharging the shotgun and his plea of not guilty of 
attempting to murder Ferla and Evans was accepted by the court. 

A petition in support of Mr Lavery, signed by 50 local 
residents from Ruchazie, was presented to the court. Sentence 


discrimination in promotion. Chief Inspector 
Martin Harding says that four white 
colleagues were promoted while his career 
was held back. He is claiming both racial and 
sexual discrimination, as some of the officers 
promoted were female. 

Mr Harding, 38, was promoted shortly 
after making his industrial tribunal claim. He 
said that he believed that was due to the 
industrial tribunal case, and that he wanted to 
pursue the case to clear up inconsistencies 
regarding equal opportunities. 

He added: “I hope the outcome of this case 
is that a consistent policy is adopted so that 
equal opportunities mean equal opportunities 
for all, regardless if you are black, gay or 
female”. 
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Channel Islands 
collaboration revealed 


Recently released official documents 
have shown that many inhabitants on 
the Channel Islands collaborated 
during the Nazi occupation. The 
collaborators included members of the 
islands’ administration. The cover-up 
seems to have been intended to prevent 
social unrest in Britain at the end of 
the war. 

The files, from the Public Record Office, 
paint an appalling picture of cruel 
mistreatment of Russian prisoners on the 
island of Alderney. Of the 1,600 prisoners 
brought to the island to work as slave 
labourers, at least half were starved or beaten 
to death. 

According to one report: “Too 
undernourished and exhausted to work 
efficiently, these men were mercilessly beaten 
by the German guard and frequently when 
they were too weak after a beating to stand 
up, they were clubbed to death or finished off 
with a knife”.

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@ ABUSED SOLDIER JAILED 

A black soldier who is suing the Army 
for racial harassment has been jailed for 
going absent without leave. 

Winston Clay, 23, who was 
commended as a future sergeant major, 
went AWOL after suffering racial abuse. 
In a letter to his father he wrote: “Every 
day I am tormented by comments about 
my colour, not to mention being a black 
Scotsman”. 

After five years with the Royal 
Artillery, Gunner Clay fled from 
Woolwich barracks to his family in 
Glasgow, where he hid for five months. 

He was sentenced to 56 days 
detention. Judge Advocate John Bayliss 
said: “The sentence reflects the very 
strong mitigation and is lenient for this 
type of offence”.

An Austrian army officer was recalled 
from Bosnia because he allowed his 
soldiers to wear racist T-shirts. The T- 
shirts carried the words: “Wogs go quiet 
when our strong arm dictates. Heavy 
Platoon.” 

They also showed a picture of Jorg 
Haider, the leader of the far-right 
Austrian Freedom Party, flexing his 
muscles.

The worst treatment was given to political 
prisoners. “One such was crucified on the 
camp gates, naked and in mid Winter. The 
German SS guards threw buckets of cold water 
over him all night until he was finally dead.” 

No German has ever been prosecuted for 
war crimes on the island, although several 
German officers were held in a prisoner-of- 
war camp in London until being released in 
the late 1940s. In 1992 the German 
authorities examined the files for evidence 
against 90 year old Kurt Klebeck, deputy SS 
commandant in charge of the Sylt camp on 
Alderney. 

There was considerable resentment against 
the administration of Jersey, which was 
accused of responding with timidity and 
passivity to the demands of the occupying 
forces. “The island’s bosses, moreover, have 
lived well... they have never gone short of 
food, fuel and other commodities that are in 
short supply for the man in the street.” Mr Le 
Gresley, the food controller, and Major Le 


Masurier, president of the supreme council, 
were accused of taking the small amount of 
food that was not commandeered by the 
Germans. 

The head of Guernsey’s government, John 
Leale, who was knighted after the war, is 
described as “generally thought to be an evil 
influence in the island and is considered pro- 
German... he lives well on far above the 
ordinary rations.” 

German headquarters were reported to be 
receiving up to 200 letters a month from 
islanders informing on neighbours. The 
names of 19 women and 20 men are given in 
the documents. One woman is described as a 
“notorious informer” against loyal British 
subjects. Another “rejoices in giving the Nazi 
salute whenever she passes a German”. 

Former slave labourers on Alderney, 
interrogated by British intelligence, also 
reported atrocities they had witnessed in 
Estonia and Belarus before being transported 
to the Channel Islands. They said they had 
seen hundreds of Jews rounded up and shot 
and Jewish women and children raped. 


Damages for police race abuse 


An east London man _ has_ been 
awarded £46,000 damages after he 
was racially abused and _ brutally 
beaten by police officers. The 
Metropolitan police must also pay 
court costs estimated at £50,000. 


Terry Smith, 32, was stopped by police 
after he was seen drinking from a can at the 
wheel of his car. He was kicked, punched, 
half strangled and dragged from a police van 
“like a pair of stepladders”. Both he and his 
girlfriend, who later became his wife, were 
subjected to racial abuse. 

Mr Smith failed a breath test but an alcohol 
test at the police station showed that he was 
below the limit. 





‘White list’ injustice stays 


The House of Lords has rubber stamped the government’s white list of countries that 
are allegedly free from political persecution or mistreatment of prisoners. 

Refugees from Bulgaria, Cyprus, Ghana, India, Pakistan, Poland and Romania will 
automatically be refused political asylum. In theory, those asylum seekers from these 
countries with a “well founded fear of persecution” will still be allowed to stay. In 
practice they are likely to be automatically refused entry or permission to stay. 

The list was partly the product of political lobbying by countries such as India and 
Pakistan, which wanted to be included on the list as an endorsement of their regimes. 
Both India and Pakistan have been accused of human rights violations of political. 
prisoners, including torture. Romania has been accused of mistreatment of Gypsies. 

Diane Abbott MP, co-chair of the Campaign Against the Asylum and Immigration 
Bill, said that the white list was in breach of the 1951 UN convention on refugees, 
which calls for each case to be treated individually on its merits. 


The incident, in 1989, left Mr Smith with 
post traumatic stress and unable to work.

Inquest told Douglas 
screamed in agony 


An inquest hearing into the death of 
Wayne Douglas was told that he 
screamed in agony as he was beaten by 
several police officers. Two witnesses 
heard the words “black bastard’ 
being shouted before the screaming 
started. 


The death in custody of Wayne Douglas, 
25, a burglary suspect, led to a riot in Brixton 
a year ago. 

Susan Price, a witness, said she had been 
unable to sleep on the night of 5 December 
1995, because of the noise of shouting and 
running. When she looked out of her window 
at a park in Brixton, she saw a black man, 
illuminated by police torches, who was 
holding a wooden object. Police were 
shouting to him to “drop the weapon”. They 
claim he was armed with a kitchen knife. 

She said: “I could see the black man was 
shaking. He looked terrified. He was not 
showing or doing anything of an aggressive 
nature.” 

He dropped the wooden object and was 
then set upon by up to 15 officers, who beat 
him repeatedly with their heavy batons. She 
said: “I can only describe it as when dogs get 
hold of a cat. I could hear him screaming, not 
words, just screaming. 

“The police officers were hitting him in a 
hammering type action. I could hear the thud 
of the baton blows hitting his body.” She then 
heard him whimpering as he was carried, 
unmoving, out of the park and thrown face 
down in a police van. “There was nothing that 
man was doing that justified him being 
treated in that way,” she told the inquest jury. 

Another eyewitness, Donna Sharpe, said 
she heard a black man screaming for his life. 
She thought it was a racist attack and was 
going to call the police until she realised they 
were already there. 

Mr Douglas died in custody an hour after 
his arrest. The jury returned a verdict of 
‘ accidental death by heart failure because of 
stress, exhaustion and positional asphyxia. The 
coroner called for reforms to police training 
after hearing that Metropolitan Police officers 
received only a few minutes’ training on 


asphyxia caused by suspects being held face 
down with their hands cuffed behind them. 
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Community campaigns against deaths in custody 


The family are seeking a judicial review of 
the decision. Their solicitor said that the 
coroner made errors of law in the way he 
summed up in directing the jury regarding the 
requirements for a verdict of unlawful killing. 

Meanwhile, it has been decided that no 
police officer is to face disciplinary action 
over the death of Shiji Lapite, a Nigerian 
asylum-seeker. 

Mr Lapite, 34, was choked to death after 
being arrested by two plain clothes officers in 
north London in December 1994. An inquest 
jury declared a verdict of unlawful killing, 
after hearing evidence that Mr Lapite had 
suffered 45 separate injuries. The arresting 
officers suffered only minor, superficial 
injuries. 

The decision by the Police Complaints 
Authority that no officer is to be disciplined 
follows an earlier decision by the Crown 
Prosecution Service to take no action. 

The PCA decision has brought renewed 
criticism of the way in which complaints 
against the police are investigated by other 
police officers. Deborah Coles, co-director of 
the campaigning group, Inquest, said: “It 
makes a mockery of any idea that the PCA 
has any function than protecting police 
officers from being brought to 
account.” 

Mr Lapite’s widow, Olamide, said: “I 
have lost my husband and my children 
have lost their father but the authorities 
have failed to bring to justice those 
responsible for the death.” 

The PCA also faces criticism of its 
handling of a case in Manchester, 
where an Asian man lost an eye after 
being taken into custody. Amer Rafiq 
was arrested last February for an 


alleged public order offence but was not 
charged. He was injured while being taken to 
a police station, but no police officer is to be 
charged. 

The PCA has recommended that two 
officers face relatively minor disciplinary 
charges of neglect of duty in relation to the 
care of a prisoner in custody. It said there was 
no evidence to support claims that Mr Rafiq 
had been assaulted.

No officers are to be prosecuted. 
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Swedish nazis dress up for King Karl’s day 


n 30 November Swedish nazis 

traditionally try to muster 

their forces to march through 
the streets of Stockholm and Lund. 
The evening has often ended in vio- 
lence and 1996 was no exception. 


Nazis choose this date supposedly to com- 
memorate Sweden’s 18th century warrior 
king, Karl XII, who rather unfairly has 
become a symbol for racist and antisemitic 
groups. Unfairly, because Karl XII, who 
spent most of his life being defeated on for- 
eign battlefields, was not really a bad chap as 
far as feudal monarchs go. He certainly was 
not the rabid xenophobe that the nazis try to 
make him out to be. 

In recent years, the evening of 30 
November has erupted in violent clashes 
between anti-fascists and police. Not so this 
time: all the violence came entirely from the 
nazis. One reason for this is that they seem 
finally to have given up attempting to march 
in Stockholm and Lund. No marches were 
planned in either city. 

In Stockholm, the best they could manage 
was an assembly of some 30 activists from 
the ranks of the ever-shrinking racist Sweden 
Democrats (SD), who gathered for a quick 
meeting with a single banner. Mikael Jansson, 
the SD party fiihrer, made a speech that was 
so confusing that nobody was sure afterwards 
what had been said. The sad gathering was 
viewed by a few onlookers, who shrugged 
their shoulders and went about their business. 

Later in the evening, hard-core nazis from 


the Narva Association (NA), a_ small 
organisation led by the veteran fascist Werner 
Ohrn, held their annual meeting in the 
Knights’ Church in Stockholm. The NA, 
which brings together leaders from a number 
of often competing nazi groups, has been cul- 
tivating an ambition to become a Swedish 
counterpart of the British nazi League of St 
George. 

As usual, NA activists pranced about 
dressed up in historical (and hysterical) blue 
and yellow Caroliner uniforms, stepping on 
the edges of Swedish flags. Again, nobody 
but a few curious reporters paid any attention. 
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Nordland magazine nazis spread the 
word on the Internet 


The nazi boneheads ignored this pan- 
tomime and gathered instead in Atvidaberg, 
some 200km south of Stockholm. The city 
is near Linképing, where the nazis’ glossy 
Nordland magazine has its headquarters, 
and is in the centre of a region in which hard- 
core nazi groups have been active in recent 
years. 

Some 100 nazis, many of whom arrived 
drunk, gathered for an illegal march which 
soon turned into a violent stampede through 
the city and eventually resulted in the arrest 
of 30 of them for various offences. A 50-year- 
old woman was seriously injured. She had 
come to the march in search of her 15-year- 
old daughter, who she feared had joined the 
rally, and was met by blows and kicks from 
the nazis. 

One master race thug, who was arrested for 
bravely kicking the woman in the back of her 
head, was none other than Mattias Sundquist, 
a singer in the white power band Svastika and 
a publisher of Nordland magazine. 

A second interesting arrest during the 
evening was Torulf Magnusson, a former 
fiihrer of the nazi Reich Front and a key 
activist of the Nordland operation. He was 
detained for making a general nuisance of 
himself. 

A group of 40 skinheads went on a similar 
rampage further south, in Simrishamn. 
Several were arrested and are expected to face 
charges of vandalism, violence and disturbing 
the peace.

Oslo conference hears how nazis manipulate youth 


Nazis and other extreme-right groups are 
pushing a message of hate among Europe’s 
young through music, manipulative videos 
and the Internet. This was the message that 
emerged from a highly successful and well 
organised anti-racism seminar staged by the 
Oslo Anti-Racist Centre in November. 
Behind these moves stands a collection of 
Swedish and American extremists and nazis 
who hope to poison the minds of tens of thou- 
sands of youngsters. 

The meeting, which focused on the dangers 
of right-wing extremism in Europe, was 
attended by anti-fascist and anti-racist 
researchers and journalists from Norway, 
France, Britain, Sweden, Germany and 
Denmark. It was timed to coincide with the 
anniversary of Kristallnacht on 9 November 
1938, when Hitler’s marauding stormtroopers 
firebombed and destroyed Jewish property 
throughout Germany. 

Today’s nazis and extremists are using sub-

tle means, such as concerts, magazines, the 
Internet and videos, to promote their message 
of hate, according to participants in the semi- 
nar. “They are -attempting to manipulate 
young people and they have chosen music as 
their main tool,’ said Steve Silver from 
Searchlight. He told the seminar how a recent 
album by the British nazi band No Remorse 
contained such inflammatory and illegal 
lyrics as “Hang the reds, and we’ll gas the 
Jews”. 

The Anti-Racist Centre organised the semi- 


nar to get an idea of what European extremist 
trends might threaten Norway in the immedi- 
ate future. Representatives of three of 
Europe’s leading anti-fascist publications, 
Searchlight, the German Antifaschistisches 
Infoblatt and EXPO from Stockholm, told the 
audience that they need look no further than 
neighbouring Sweden. “The Swedish nazi 
skinheads have carved out an international 
influence out of all proportion to their size,” 
said Graeme Atkinson, Searchlight’s 
European editor. 

A journalist from EXPO said nazis and 
members of the extreme right in Sweden were 
among the best organised in Europe. They 
were heavy producers of hate music, holding 
60 to 70 concerts a year and last year market- 
ing more than 30 compact discs. For a few 
weeks in 1995, an album by the Swedish 
skinhead group Midgards Soéner was the best- 
seller among young Swedes. He went on to 
say that Sweden’s extreme right was less

deterred by the defeat of Nazi Germany 
because, unlike Norway and Denmark, the 
country had remained neutral. 

The conference also heard detailed presen- 
tations on the extreme-right and fascist move- 
ments in France and Denmark, from speakers 
from the magazines Reflexes and Demos, 
respectively. 

In Norway, the far right is showing signs of 
emerging from its torpor of the past few 
months. In the region southwest of Oslo, 
Forente Nasjonalister (United Nationalists), a 
would-be umbrella organisation of fascists, 
has emerged into the winter light. Based in 
Telemark, the new group appears to be a 
breakaway from another fascist “party”, the 
Norges Patriotisk Enhetsparti. Its members 
have been busy travelling around Norway 
in a bid to persuade the various fascist and 
organised racist groupings to take a common 
line. 

In nearby Tgnsberg, a town which has been 
the scene of regular fascist violence and 
intimidation, nazis staged a party on 9 
November to celebrate Kristallnacht, which 
they claimed was “their night”. 

Meanwhile, as we went to press, anti- 
racists in Norway received a very welcome 
piece of news which suggests that the 
charmed life of Michael Knutsen, the would- 
be Norwegian fiihrer (and the only 
Norwegian fascist who can stay sober), may 
soon be over. The police are closing in on the 
kingpin of the far right. The target of their 
investigations is his mailorder business, 
NordEffekter, which has become notorious 
for marketing all kinds of nazi, racist and 
antisemitic paraphernalia and material. 

NordEffekter has expanded its catalogue in 
recent months and is now selling such books 
. as The Turner Diaries, the notorious blueprint 
for nazi terror and murder, skinhead dolls, 
hundreds of nazi rock CDs and even beer 
mugs carrying the slogan “White Youth — 
Brown Ale”. The Oslo district attorney 
wants to investigate who is _ behind 
NordEffekter, a company that claims to be 
completely independent of Knutsen’s maga- 
zine Fritt Forum, known to nazi wags as 
“Freak’s Forum”. 

While he is looking into this, he might also 
take a closer look at Knutsen’s links with the 
British nazi terrorist group Combat 18 and its 
distribution of hit-lists, as well as his links 
with Erik Bliicher, the veteran Norwegian 
nazi merchandiser, currently operating a num- 
ber of similar mailorder enterprises in south- 
ern Sweden.

Skinheads jailed for attack on black Britons 


Two fascist skinheads who savagely attacked 
three British building workers in an unpro- 
voked racist attack have been given heavy 
sentences by a court in Potsdam, near Berlin. 
Mario P, 24, and Sandro R, 17, were jailed for 
eight and five years respectively. 

The attack took place on 16 June last year 
on the approach road to the station in the 
small town of Mahlow, on the outskirts of 
Berlin. The court heard how a fascist gang 
confronted the black British workers with 
shouts of “niggers”. 

When the workers got into their car to 
avoid a fight, the fascists stole a Volkswagen 
Golf parked nearby and gave chase at more 
than 100km per hour. After overtaking the 
workers’ car, they hurled a 20kg stone at it 
and forced it off the road, causing it to crash 
into a tree. The driver, Noel Martin, was per- 
manently paralysed from the neck down. 

The original charge of attempted murder 
was not proven but the two fascists were 
found guilty of other offences of violence. 
Both men denied involvement with fascist 
politics. However the prosecution described 
how the older of the two had scrawled nazi 
slogans, including “Sieg Heil”, “the shit 
Jewish state must perish” and “Jews and nig- 
gers to the wall’, on the walls of his cell. The 
younger man also had a definite fascist 
record, having turned up in uniform at an ille- 
gal Hitler birthday celebration. 

The presiding judge, Klaus Przybilla, com- 
mented that the incident in Mahlow was not 
an isolated one in the Brandenburg region and 
cited recent serious violence against foreign- 
ers in other towns including Potsdam, 
Fiirstenwalde, Trebbin and Cottbus. He said 
the motive for the attack was “stupid xeno- 
phobia”. 

What was interesting in his summing-up 
was his open contradiction of the assessment 
of the internal secret service, the 
Verfassungsschutz, concerning nazi and racist 
violence in Brandenburg. The secret service 
had claimed that violence had fallen but, said 
Przybilla, its figures had been exceeded 
already and only served to “minimise” a seri- 
ous situation. 

In another case, heard by the same judge in 
Potsdam, a 21-year-old fascist skinhead was 
jailed for seven and a half years for the 
manslaughter of Sven Beuter, a 23-year-old 
punk rocker. 

Sascha Liicke, was said by the judge to 
have “trampled Beuter to death in the truest 
sense of the word”. The court heard prosecu- 
tion evidence that the fascist had waylaid his 
victim on the evening of 15 February and 
beaten him so badly that he died of his 
injuries five days later in hospital. 

Przybilla said Liicke had come from an 
almost stereotypically bad home background. 
His father had often beaten him and forced 
him to do push-ups. He was also said to have 
serious literacy problems. 

The most brutal aspect of the case was that 
Liicke was much bigger and fitter than his 
victim, who weighed only 48kg. Beuter’s low 
weight was reported to have been the result of 
a savage assault by nazi skinheads in 1993, 





which had left him mentally and physically 
impaired. 

The internal security service in 
Brandenburg, which had earlier underestimat- 
ed the level of fascist violence in the region, 
issued a warning that this violence should not 
be minimised. The statement, from the 
regional Verfassungsschutz chief Jiirgen 
Forster, came after the publicity surrounding 
these two cases. 


Nazi lawyer fined for 
displaying SS runes 


Jiirgen Rieger, the leading nazi lawyer, will 
have to pay a fine of £5,975 for driving a 
wartime Nazi jeep emblazoned with SS runes 
through the Hamburg district of Reinsbek. 
The fine was doubled after Rieger, 50, 
appealed against his original conviction for 
the offence, displaying anti-constitutional 
symbols, committed in 1993. 

Rieger, who conducted his own defence, 
claimed that he was the victim of a “political 
trial”. He said that the symbols on his jeep 
had not been illegal at the time of his offence. 
He did not impress the judges who decided 
that the original punishment did not meet the 
seriousness of the crime. 

The nazi lawyer also claimed that he could 
not afford to pay his fine. He said that his 
farming project in Mariestad, Sweden, was 
showing a “six-figure” annual loss, which had 
resulted in the withdrawal of German tax 
demands. However, it has now been revealed 
in the Swedish and German press that Rieger 
is in fact receiving more than £95,000 a year 
in European Union agricultural subsidies. 

Meanwhile, almost a year after being sen- 
tenced for continuing to lead a banned organi- 
sation, Rieger’s comrade, client and fellow 
top nazi, Meinolf Schénborn, has finally gone 
to jail. Schénborn, leader of the well organ- 
ised Nationalistische Front, which was out- 
lawed in 1992, was sentenced in November 
1995 to two years, three months in prison. 
His appeal was rejected as “groundless”.

Le Pen makes bid for working class vote 


he final months of 1996 were marked 

by a renewed offensive by the Front 

National. Beginning with speeches on 

the so-called “inequality of the races” by its 

leader, Jean-Marie Le Pen, in August and 

September, the FN has continued to concen- 

trate on the social themes that it neglected or 
ignored for many years. 

Traditionally, and especially since the war, 
the extreme right has not been able to gain a 
foothold in the working class, except for 
some support among small traders and shop- 
keepers, who provided the social base of the 
1950s Poujadist movement. The Poujadists 
marked the postwar emergence of the far 
right and it was as a member of this move- 
ment that Le Pen made his first significant 
entrance on the political stage. 

The extreme right’s non-intervention in the 
social arena can be put down partly to the 
massive strength of the Communists inside 
the trade unions and partly to the existence of 
a current of support for traditional conserva- 
tive Gaullism among working _ people. 
Gaullism bound the more right-wing ele- 
ments of the working class into a bloc sym- 
bolised by the Cold War trade union, Force 
Ouvriére, which had split from the 
Communist trade union federation, the CGT, 
in 1947. 

The weakening of Force Ouvriére in recent 
years in part reflects the decline of Gaullism 
among working people. In its place a clearly 
nationalistic element has emerged, a phe- 
nomenon which the FN is now striving to 
grasp for its own ends. 

The mechanism for this intervention is the

creation of bogus trade union structures 
directly linked to and subordinate to the the 
party, such as the FN-Police, FN-Prisons, FN- 
RATP (Paris transport), etc. These focal 
points for the FN’s intervention are well cho- 
sen, enabling the party to make propaganda 
on its favourite themes of racism and law and 
order. 

The other aspect of the FN’s discovery of 
social issues is its sudden concern for the 
plight of the homeless. In December the party 
established a national centre for Fraternité 
Frangaise, which is designed to spearhead the 
party’s work among those who have suffered 
most from France’s present economic prob- 
lems. Fraternité Frangaise, which is modelled 
on Hitler’s “Winter Aid” organisation, will 
implement the FN’s “French people first poli- 
cy” and homeless and _ poverty-stricken 
migrants can expect short shrift. 

The FN has continued running the soup 
kitchen at St.Lazare station which it inaugu- 
rated in November and has ensured its protec- 
tion with strongarm squads from its youth 
organisation, FN Jeunesse. Neither humani- 
tarian nor anti-fascist activists have been able 
to stop it. They have refused to confront the 
FN physically but have not proposed any 
political alternatives. Even if this soup 
kitchen is an isolated phenomenon and is not 
followed by similar stunts in other cities, it 
still marks an occupation of the streets of cen- 
tral Paris by a party that had not shown its 
face for some time, except when staging 
national events. 

The most important political aspect of the 
FN’s social policies is that the organisation is 
functioning increasingly as a 
unifying factor for fascism and 
even nazism in France, swal- 
lowing up a growing number of 
sectarian extreme-right groups. 

The fascist Groupe Union 
Défense (GUD), a university- 
based strongarm mob, has been 
absorbed by Renouveau Etudi- 
ante, the FN’s own rather vio- 
lent student outfit. Although 
subject to FN discipline, the 
GUD is being allowed to con- 
tinue some of its activities. 
These include plastering the 
approach roads to central Paris 
with antisemitic and anti-gov- 
ernment posters and organising 
a marauding hit-squad which 
tours other campuses and leaves 
its mark on those it does not 
like. Physical battles against the 
fascists at the Paris Sorbonne 
and Tolbiac campuses are a 


thing of the past and those who refuse to 
accept the FN’s domination have little oppor- 
tunity to organise. 

Another case is the rapid absorption of the 
fascist national-revolutionary movement into 
the structures of the FN, despite the distance 
between the two for many years. This deep 
rift became apparent as long ago as 1991, 
when the then Troisiéme Voie organisation 
fired its general secretary, Jean-Gilles 
Malliarakis, and split into the now-vanished 
Autonomous Bases and Nouvelle Résistance 
(NR). That rupture occurred because the 
national-revolutionary purists opposed to 
Malliarakis considered that he had led the 
organisation in a direction in which its inter- 
ests were subordinated to those of the FN, 
which the national-revolutionaries defined as 
reactionary and a blind alley. 

NR seemed at the time to want to lean more 
towards national-Bolshevism, citing such the- 
oreticians as Jean Thiriart as mentors and 
never hesitating to snipe at the hated “servant 
of the system”, the FN. That has now 
changed. NR has returned to the lap of the 
extreme right and made an accommodation 
with the FN, exemplified by the promotion of 
the NR activist André Yves Beck to director 
of communications in the FN-controlled 
municipality of Orange, NR participation in 
FN demonstrations and the promotion of 
Fabrice Robert, leader of the bonehead band 
Fraction Hexagon, to a position of special 
responsibility for youth in the FN. 

The summer split in the NR (see 
Searchlight no 258) was principally over the 
relationship with the FN. Christian Bouchet, 
secretary of the NR, has laid out a definitive 
policy of developing national-revolutionary 
activity inside the FN and its is clear that even 
if the NR continues to exist it will be as a ten- 
dency within Le Pen’s much bigger organisa- 
tion. 

The exceptions to the current unification 
process are the old fascist group l’Oeuvre 
Frangaise and the self-proclaimed nazis of the 
Parti Nationaliste Frangaise et Européenne 
(PNFE). These groups are tiny and moribund 
and, in the case of the PNFE, marked by the 
scandal of its connection with the desecration 
of the Jewish cemetery at Carpentras. Neither 
of these groups ever had much much weight 
or numerical significance in the nationalist 
camp and their continued lethargic existence 
will only serve to push some of their older 
activists to seek refuge in the FN, as Le 
Monde has already noted. L’Oeuvre Frangaise 
has already authorised its activists to hold 
dual membership with the FN, a move aimed 
at preventing the organisation from bleeding 
slowly to death. 
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A Phineas priest in pink 


“This is a male who will not give us his age,” 
began an emergency room hospital report on 
Aryan Republican Army bank robber Peter 
Langan. When others in the gang were 
caught, he was arrested in Columbus, Ohio, 
after a brief shootout and treatment at hospi- 
tal. “The [patient] was under surveillance for 
guns and bombs in his house when he came 
out shooting,” the report continued. “He has a 
lcm superficial laceration ... with a piece of 
shotgun felt in it ... The lungs are clear. Heart 
tones are present, no murmur ... Genitalia — 
the [patient] has shaved pubic hair ... His toe- 
nails have pink nail polish on them.” 

Langan allegedly called himself 
Commander Pedro and had a sense of 
humour. On a recruitment video, police say, 
he wore a mask of President Clinton while 
explaining his Aryan army. During 22 bank 
robberies across the Midwest;-his team wore 
FBI hats and jackets emblazoned with the 
logo of the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms. To a sheriff in Georgia he wrote a 
postcard saying: “The fishing is good and I 
have remembered our time together”. 

As a brutal reminder of the Aryan 
Republican Army’s real purpose, however, 
another comrade wrote to the sheriff: 
“Traitors do eventually end up at the end of a 
rope. That is as long as the traitor is white. 
Mixed breed mongrels get a .38 in the head.” 
They dropped pipe bombs during the rob- 
beries and reportedly donated the proceeds to 
the Aryan Nations. 

Last November, one former gang member, 
Kevin McCarthy, 19, testified against another, 
Scott Stedeford, 27, about a bank robbery in 
Des Moines. This month Langan will go to 
trial in Columbus for the robberies and 
McCarthy is scheduled to testify. Not testify- 
ing will be Richard Guthrie, who last year 


. pleaded guilty to 19 holdups and agreed to 


help the government. But just days before he 
was to testify in court, he was founded 
hanged in his county jail cell. His death was 
ruled a suicide, but the coroner’s report has 
not been released. 

Langan, Stedeford, Guthrie and McCarthy 
may not have been the only members of the 
Aryan Republican Army, however. The 
Columbus Dispatch reported that a fifth ban- 
dit may have been Mike Brescia, the Elohim 
City roommate of the mysterious Andreas 
Strassmeir. Strassmeir is a German national, 
now living in Berlin, who spent three years at 
the Elohim City Identity survival camp in 
Oklahoma. Some investigators speculate that 
the gang was put together by the 
Pennsylvania Aryan Nations chief, Mark 
Thomas, also a regular at Elohim City. 

Across the country in Washington state, a

different group of Aryan bank bandits was 
arrested last October. Robert Berry, Charles 
Barbee and Jay Merrill were active in a little- 
known Christian Identity church in 
Sandpoint, Idaho, just 50 miles from Richard 
Butler’s main Aryan Nations compound. 
They are alleged to have robbed a Spokane 
area bank last April while bombing the local 
daily newspaper as a diversion. In July they 
repeated the operation, this time bombing a 
women’s health clinic to elude police. When 
they were arrested after an aborted bank rob- 
bery, police confiscated fragmentation 
grenades, automatic machine guns, handguns, 
a copy of the US Constitution and a Bible. 

The leader of the Sandpoint church, Dave 
Barley, is a close compatriot of Louis Beam, 
the former Texas Klansman and author of the 
strategy of “leaderless resistance”. The 
church has also repeatedly sponsored Richard 
Kelly Hoskins, a Virginia stockbroker whose 
book, Vigilantes of Christendom, promotes 
the Phineas priesthood. Both leaderless resis- 
tance and the Phineas priesthood advocate the 
formation of small underground terror cells. 
The northwest bank robbers left notes at the 
crime scene quoting from biblical verses 
which refer to Phineas. 

The men arrested for the Phineas robberies 
in the northwest did not have previous crimi- 
nal records. According to press reports, 
Merrill is a trained nuclear engineer who 
moved to Idaho in 1988, shortly after the 
Aryan Nations adopted a strategy of forming 
a white Christian republic in the Pacific 
Northwest. Barbee worked 22 years for the 
telephone company, has been married 15 
years and has two children. Berry has been 
married 18 years, has children and operated a 
car repair workshop. 

Now investigators are looking for a link 
between the Aryan Republican Army in the

FI march flops 


On the day of the Alleanza Nazionale’s 
250,000-strong march through Rome, Silvio 
Berlusconi, leader of Forza Italia, announced 
his own demonstration for the following 
weekend in Milan. The march, which was 
aimed at outbidding Gianfranco Fini, the AN 
leader, attracted a mere 1,500. 

Fini and Berlusconi are continuing to boy- 
cott parliament in order to provoke the fall of 
Romano Prodi’s left-wing coalition govern- 
ment, without success. At the same time, the 
fascists have been busy plastering the country 
with posters labelling the government thieves 
and liars and accusing it of installing a ‘“fis- 
cal, judicial and mass media dictatorship”. 

The political aspects of the anti-govern- 
ment campaigns are heavily intertwined with 
the business aspects. As the anti-corruption 
Clean Hands commission’s investigation into 
Berlusconi’s business affairs probes deeper, 
the AN and FI are launching venomous 
attacks on the magistrates. They have also 
claimed, ridiculously, that Prodi lined his 
pockets by using his position on the board of 
IRI, an economic consultancy, in 1993. 

Such wild accusations only highlight the 
desperation of the fascists and are helping to 
deepen the rifts within the AN. AN hardliners 
warned Fini in October not to get too infatuat- 
ed with “the parliamentary road to fascism” 
and advised him to start organising a celebra- 
tion of the 50th anniversary of the MSI’s 
foundation in December. Fini’s response was 
to order the AN’s newspaper to announce that 
the AN embodies all the patriotism that gave 
birth to the MSI, a coded way of saying, “we 
are still fascists”. 

The parliamentary boycott has only brought 
Fini problems. Berlusconi compares it to the 
boycott of parliament against 
Mussolini in 1924. However, it is proving 
very disadvantageous to the fascists. For 
example, Interior Minister Napolitano has 
introduced a decree making all immigrants 
with proper documents legal residents. The 
AN fascists are tearing their hair out over this 
but as Berlusconi remains the leader of the 
fascist “Pole of Liberty” bloc and has ordered 
a boycott, there is little they can do. 

Unofficially, the fascists are trying to find 
ways of offering their support to the nazi war 
criminals Erich Priebke, who is to be retried, 
and Karl Hass. Hass’s first appearance before 
the investigating tribunal in Rome was 
announced on 18 November. The charges 
against him are identical with those against 
Priebke but Hass is party to more of the 
secrets of the Nazi occupation of Rome, as he 
took his orders directly from the SS in Berlin. 

The AN fascists, who are strong in the civil 
service, have found ways of striking back and 
impeding the proceedings against Hass. On 
the day before Hass’s scheduled appearance, 
the prosecuting lawyer, Antonino Intelisano, 
was informed that he was under investigation 
for “non-military behaviour in court”.

threatened with closure 


One of Britain’s longest running and 
most successful community-based 
anti-racist groups is on the verge of 
closure after a dirty tricks campaign 
aimed at stopping its operation. 

Newham Monitoring Project is 
threatened by a strange alliance of 
enemies. They include a group of 
local businessmen, three former mem- 
bers of the NMP’s management com- 
mittee and the Newham Recorder 
newspaper, infamous for its attacks on 
anti-racists and defence of the local 
police no matter how badly they 
behave. The Labour council has taken 
up these people’s calls for a “review” 
of NMP’s work, even attacking NMP 
for opposing the British National 
Party in a recent council election 
campaign. 

Long-time readers of Searchlight 
will know that we have not always 
seen eye to eye with some of the 
people involved in the project. But 
we have always steadfastly supported 
the work of NMP as an active 
community-based group. Indeed we 
have held NMP up as an example of 
how such groups should operate in 
response to enquiries from the media 
and other interested parties. Far from 
being insular, like some other commu- 
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Searchlight has brought together all its 33 years’ 

experience of fighting racism and fascism to produce this 
unique and comprehensive handbook. You will find over ae 
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fascism in this country and the state of the far right today. It 
is packed full of practical suggestions for trade unionists, 1

Local people have 
nothing to gain from this attempt to 
supplant NMP by a new group. For 
more information on this concerted 
attack on NMP and how you can help 
the project to survive, please contact 
NMP at PO Box 273, London E7.
